TIIK PENSION OUTLOOK. 

Edward Atkinson, who has been fur 
nished by the Pension Office with all the 
data at Its command, takes a more cheer- 
ful yiew of the situation ufter examining 
them. The conclusions reached by hln 
are that the total expenditure for pen 
sions during this calendar year will no 
exceed #180,000,000, and for 1804 1196. 
000,000, about one quarter of that amount 
being for back pensions— the first pay 
meat— and the rest the regular pension 
roll. By the close of 1891 Mr. Atkinson 
estimates that ull claims will he finally 
adjudicated and the number of pension- 
ers will begin diminishing at the rate of 
thirty five in the 1,000, Hence he is of 
the opinion that the pension expenditures 
for 1895 will be but $148,000,000 and for 
1896 f 141. 000,000 

Should these figures be correct, tho 
only trying year will be 1894. After that 
Is over tho revenues will be ample. 
Their accuracy depends in part on tho 
future management of the Pension Office. 
One of the ways in which tho pension 
appropriations are increased is by the 
running of pensions. It cannot bu for 
gotten tp what a frightful extent this was 
carried on during tho brief administra 
tionofCorporalTanner.when nearly every 
one who applied had his pension ral 
Taking three months of last year it 
pears that the number of general claims 
allowed under the old law was 3,800, 
while tho number of claims allowed for 
increase was 5,400, the first payments 
thereon amounting to $2:10,000 and the 
regular monthly payments being in- 
creased over 60 per cent. If extravagant 
increases are made under the new admit 
istration of the office, Mr. Atkinson 1 
figures will be faulty. 

it Is estimated by the Commissioner of 
Pensions that 816,790 names will be put 
on the rolls during this year and next, 
and that the total number Decembor 81st. 
1805, will be 1,171,918, after which the 
number will de-crease steadily. If he Is 
correct in bis assumption, then one may 
bare some confidence in Mr Atkinson' 
statements about the comparatively small 
appropriations of 1898 and subsequent 
years. If the Commissioner is as much 
out pf the way on this occasion as he has 
been on others, then the conclusions de 
ducod from his data are worthleas.

They 
disclosed that Secretary of State Fos- 
ter ordered the payment of IIS per day 
to Maj. Halford In addition to his regu- 
lar army pay of $3,500 a year. The ad- 
ditional 118 a day, which is made a 
charge against the state department, is 
more than the dally pay of a senator or 
member of congress, as the latter re- 
ceive only 114 a day and do not enjoy a 
regular salary from the war department 
in addition. 

The army pay of Maj. Halford added 
to the state deportment pay would 
make about *S,675 per year. It is not 
disclosed just what sum Secretary of 
State Foster directed to be paid to 
"Agent" Foster, of the Behring Sea 
commission. The records of the two 
departments show, however, that the 
most if not all of the staff of the Behr- 
ing Sea commission was ordered to be 
paid large amounts daily over and 
above their regular salaries. One of 
these officials is Mr. J. Stanley Brown, 
who married a daughter of the late 
President Garfield. Mr. Brown is on 
the staff of the Behring Sea commission 
at *15 per day. But the records of the 
treasury department also disclose that 
Brown is commissioned as an offi- 
of the treasury department to make 
certain investigations of seal life, for 
which he is drawing pay at the rate of 
$10 per day. Thus Mr. Brown receives 
tiS per day, which is t'.»,125 per year, or 
ore than the pay of a cabinet officer. 
There are seven or eight other offi- 
cials who are drawing from *»> to IM 
per day besides salaries ranging from 
11.500 to 13,000 per year.

Washington, April 1.— Senators who 
voted for the Russian treaty say there 
Is not much difference between making 
this country a baae ol operation, for 
revolution, and conspiracy against 
foreign government*, and making It a 
place of refuge for revolutionists and 
oonapiratora, who, failing in their 
schemes, flee from foreign countries to 
the I'nited States for aafety, that the 
one seems quite aa contrary as the 
other to the spirit If not to the 
letter of the neutrality laws and yet 
tha great Outcry against the Russian 
treaty is based upon the assumption 
that it obligates the government of the 
United States to return to the Russian 
authorities, or in other words makes 
extraditable, a certain class af political 
offenders who believe in methods of 
warfare against existing institutions 
that neither free or despotic govern- 
ments can afford to tolerate. 

It is contended by the senate that 
either those who claim that the anarch- 
ists, nihilists and the bomb throwing 
family generally should be excluded 
from our shores, or those who insist 
that the worst of them should here and 
secure habitation, are wrong. The two 
positions, it is held, are so diametrically 
inconsistent that both can not be tena- 
able. Senator* are unable to see 
that It would be in anywise a 
departure from the principles of 
ju*tioe or liberty on which the 
republio 1* founded or be in any 
tense a wrong or a hardship or a humil- 
iation for the government of tbt United 
States to consent to tht surrender of a 
fugitive from Rutsia who had taken or 
sought the life of the oztr. This gov- 
ernment would certainly consider it a 
wrong and a hardship and a humilia- 
tion were condltlona reversed and the 
president of the United Statea the vic- 
tim of so murderous an offense if the 
perpetrator could find Impunity and 
protection upon the soil of Russia.
